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We wish to call the attention of our readers 
to a letter published in this issue, from a gradu- 
ate of ’9 7. The remarks of this writer are very 
much to the point, and we would ask that every- 
one, both professors and students, read and 
ponder it thoroughly. 

The problem of developing a football team, or 
in fact almost any athletic team at McGill, is 
one that has been grappled with for a long time, 
with but little or no success- This is due to the 
fact that the students have been left to solve the 
question for themselves as best they can, almost 
totally unsupportd by the authorities of the Uni- 
versity. It is almost a wonder that football or 
any other athletic association has endured as 
long as it has, when one considers the dearth of 
encouragement accorded the men who are sacii- 
ficing themselves for the honour of old McGill. 
A university is known as much by her men who 
represent her on the field of sport, as b> 
the degree which -she finally confers upon 
them. Harvard or Yale would never be known 
to the world as they are, nor would they have the 
number within their walls if it were not for the 
advertising she receives through her football and 
other sports, and while the chief aims of a uni- 
versity may be far removed from success on 
the' gridiron, yet we, venture to say neither of 
these institutions suffer a loss of prestige as the 
leading seats of learning on the continent, by 



reason of the fact that they are also leaders of 
manly sport on the campus as well as on 
the! river. Matters have come to such a pass 
now that heroic measures alone will .ivc 
(McGill from dropping out of the ranks alto- 
gether. The result of the Intercollegiate Union 
this fall has been most disheartening. We have 
lost three games, two of which have been white- 
washes. The reason is simply lack of practice 
and proper training, and yet the boys seem to 
devote all the time to it that they can spare. 
As soon as our boys begin to realize that we can 
hope for nothing better than to produce a team 
that can only rank with the juniors in other 
leagues, football will die a natural death. Even 
now drifting straws show the tendency of the 
feeling. The city papers will devote two 
columns to a description of the Ottawa College 
-gamfe'; but three inches without even a list of 
players suffices for the writing up of McGill’s 
battle with “Queen’s.” We don’t wish to find 
fault with the team ; we think with every- 
one that they have worked hard and pluckily, 
and it is not until the curriculum of the univer- 
sity is altered will they ever be able to\do more 
than they are doing now. It is for the Athletic 
Association next year to take a determined 
stand and see if one of the most important 
subjects, Athletics,” can not be allotted a 
place in the University time-table.

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It is with great regret that we learn of the 
resignation of Dr. Craik, as Dean ol the 1 acu t\ 
of Medicine at McGill- The severance of the 
relation which has existed between him and the 
University since 1850 will he regretted by all, 
and by none more than by the students <>l the 
Faculty with which he has been associated. It 
is with gratification, however, that we learn that 
the benefit of his knowledge and experience will 
not be utterly lost to McGill, since he. will 
continue to represent her on the Board of Govci 
nors- 

The career of Dr. Craik and his relations with 
McGill have been somewhat remarkable. He 
has been associated with the University during 
the whole of his professional life and he has 
witnessed the development of the 1 ' acuity of 
Medicine from a mere school of thirty students 
to a splendidly equipped department of the Uni- 
versity, with a total enrollment of over 5 00 
students, many of whom come from Great 
Britain, France, the United States and the \\ cst 
Indies. He was an undergraduate in the old 
Cote street building, and he goes out of office 
with the opening of the new editions recently 
erected to the east and west of the present 
Medical building at McGill, as the result of a 
generous gift received from Lady Strathcona 
and the Hon. Mrs. Howard. Fie martriculated 



111 1850, and graduated as M. D. C. M-, in 1854. 
with the highest honours in his class. He 
joined the teaching staff of the Faculty two 
years later, as demonstrator of anatomy, with 
entire charge of practical anatomy, then a 
separate department. In 1859 he was appointed 
curator of the museum, and in i860 professor 
of clinical surgery. Seven years later he 
changed his chair for that of chemistry, the 
duties of which he had been already fulfilling, 
for twelve months through the illness of Prof. 
Sutherland- From 1869 to 1877 lie was regis- 
trar of the Faculty, ami also after 1875 trea- 
surer. 

In 1879 he resigned his chair, being appointed 
emeritus professor and still retaining the trea- 
sureship. In 1889, on the death of Dr. R. 
Palmer -Howard, Dr. Craik was appointed Dean 
of the Faculty, and resumed the active work of 
teaching by accepting the professorship of 
hygiene and public health in the same year. 
Under his administration the development of 
the Faculty has been very great 

The honorary degree of LL.D. was conferred 
upon him in 1895. and he has been associated 
with all the important movements for the im- 
provement of the city’s health during his long 
and useful life. 
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AT THE SIGN OF THE FEN 

“ Simplicity is the mean between ostentation and 
rusticity.” — P ope. 

The life of primitive man was essentially 
simple. His wants were few and rude, and his 
environment was such that these needs were 
generally easily supplied. Hunting, fighting 
and lounging constituted his sphere of action, 
and thought of anything beyond this he had 
not. This was a life of simplicity — but a sim- 
plicity bespeaking intellectual sterility — and to 
be tolerated only when thought of as one stage 
in man’s development . " 

The day of natural simplicity seems past, the 
day of ancient Rome, when the greatest states- 
man and soldier was also a peaceful and happy 
tiller of the soil. But years after we find the 
descendants of such men leading - a more com- 
p.ex and aitificial life. Conventions have 
arisen, and habits of life and thought with which 
it is hard to part have been formed. \nd this 
tendency does not appear to be decreasing, 
though it is true that a certain class is bemn- 
nmg to set a higher value on the life that is 



simple without rusticity. W e grant, too. that 
modern methods of business and of manufac- 
turing, in fact, even phase ot human endea- 
vour, arc responding to a demand for simpli- 
city, but a simplicity that is also complex and 
artificial, a simplicity that calls for less labour 
and greater output, a simplicity that is not a 
response to that longing of man for a less arti- 
ficial and more ideally simple life. 

* * * * * 

I hat the simple life is best suited to the tastes 
and habits of the intellectual man, and that 
some of the greatest works of genius have been 
composed under such conditions, is, we. think, 
undeniable. Such a habit of life lends itself 
best to thought and contemplation, and “self- 
contemplation." says Disraeli, “makes the man 
more nearly entire, and to preserve the past is 
half of immortality." It is true that a man 
makes his own environment, but it is equally 
true that environment makes the man; and 
man's work will lie in great measure the reflex 
of his life. 
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Carrying' these thoughts into the realm of 
literature, art and music, we find them extreme- 
ly applicable. \\ hat law or rule will explain 
the fact that simple music is often most touch- 
ing, simple writing most powerful and simple 
architecture most inspiring ? There must be 
some great principle here which man has not 
fully grasped or realized, some great world- 
harmony which may be broadened and deep- 
ened and raised to sublime heights of gran- 
deur and inspiration, but is still the foundation 
upon which is based man's truest work. 

An interesting example of the difference of 
opinion among critics is afforded by the diverse 
views held concerning the merits of Kipling’s 



"Kim.” The London "Saturday Review” de- 
clares it full of faults and without any true or 
lasting merit; the “Spectator” characterizes it 
as one of the few books which will live. 

William L. Alden, writing to the "New York 
Times Saturday Review,” says : “How any man 
can read ‘Kim’ and not recognize it as one of 
the very best things in any literature I cannot 
understand. I have read the book with the ut- 
most care, and to my mind nothing has ever 
been written as a panorama of strange scenes 
and people which can for an instant be com- 
pared with it. After all, time will tell whether 
or not ‘Kim’ is to be placed among the great 
world classics.”

Dear Sir ,— -1 am sure that great dissatisfac- 
tion is felt throughout the student body at 
McGill on account of the poor showing made by 
our football team in their recent game which 
“ ’Varsity.” This dissatisfaction, 1 know, is 
also felt by all- the friends and supporters of 
McGill, and chiefly among the graduates, many 
of whom I have heard express disgust at the 
lack of training and team work which was the 
obvious failing of our team. 1 know that this 
vear the team was handicapped by the late 
opening* of the Medical Faculty, but another 
season we shall not have this excuse to make. 
It was excusable when we were in the OuebeC 
Union for the team to play the haphazard game 
that characterizes the teams of that league 
(Ottawa College excepted), but it is simplv 
maddening to see the teams of " \ arsity and 
" Queen’s ” vear after year putting up reall> 
clever and scientific games, while the McGul 
team seems incapable even of copying then ti ic >, 
much less of inventing new plays. Nnne will 
say that it is impossible, chiefly on account o 
lack of time and money, for the McGill lean 
to plav scientific ball ; and it is for this reason 
that 1 ask for permission to place betoie 1 
student body, by means of the Outlook, uc s 
and suggestions which 1 am sure will appea 
feasible and also practicable to all

necessary, and so not interfere very largeh 
with their work. In the rink the men could be 
put through different formations again and 
again, and again, until they could be clone with 
the same speed and accuracy that was shown by 
the “ ’Varsity ” team last Saturday. Tackling 
bags could he hung up and the men taught the 
low diving tackle which is the only effective 
way of bringing an opponent down. A tew of 
the old McGill men who are in town might be 
requested to assist in instructing the new men 
and in thinking out new plays that would prove 
effective. Then the few afternoons the team 
can get outdoor practice, the value of these 
tricks could be proved and made perfect by 
practicing against the 2nd team, or by having 
exhibition games with other teams. There 
should be an understudy for each place on the 
team, and no mere reputation of former 
years should count in getting a place on the 
tecvtu. The men of the back divisions of both 
teams should practice catching and punting for 
at least half an hour a day, and this could be 
done without the necessity of having a whole 
team practice. Also we should have one or 
two men who can afford to practice place kicking 
for some time every day, so that we may be prac- 
tically sure of the one point after a touch down, 
which might possibly win a game. Contrast the 
scheme 1 have just outlined with the one or 
two violent practices indulged in once or twice, 
a week, assisted perhaps by a chalk talk the 
night before a big game. I am sure that 
almost all will agree with me that such a course 
of training is not only practicable, but could be 
easily put into execution. 

The training should he started at least 3 weeks 
before the first game, and bv that time, with our 
good material, a first-class team could he put on 
die field. 

Another most important point is to have a 
good business manager He should be a man 
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who is on no other committees, and who, apart 
from Ids studies, will be able to devote every 
minute of his spare time to his duties as a 
'manager. 

Public interest should be keyed up in the two 
games here with “’Varsity ” and “Queen’s” and 
this could be done by means of the press 
and by judicious advertising. There is, no 
doubt that from a spectator’s standpoint these 
two games were the best to be seen in Montreal 
this season ; but on picking up any newspaper 
during the week and looking through the foot- 
ball column nothing was seen but talk about 
Montreal, Brittania, and other teams which do 
not play nearly as good or as clean games as is 
to be seen in the College union. Our two 
games ought to be the football events of the 
season, and ought to draw tremendous crowds ; 
and this would undoubtedly be the case if the 
McGill team was kept continually in the public 
eye'. The tremendous interest taken in the 
large American colleges is due largely to the 
'r^evuinence given to them in the papers for

The subject of debate was "Resolved that 
a l mversity course is the best preparation for 
a business careen The affirmative was up- 
held by Mr. G. 1 roop. Arts 03, and Mr T 
Jenkins, Arts 05: the negative by Mr. M T-mt-’ 
Arts 02, and Mr. Cushing, Arts ’o^ ‘ 

The first speaker informed his audience that 
he was a good Christian and verv fond of fish 
Since fish is a brain-making food the nature of 
Ins arguments will be guessed at- Mr Troon 
was averse to the taking of a purely materialistic 
view of life. Tell me, said he, “where will a 
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man be more likely to learn bis duty in life than 
in the library, seated in the armchair, reading 
history — or dreaming it?" Patriotism and lofty 
moral sentiments are gained at the University, 
tilings of the greatest value to a business man. 

Mr. Jack compared his opponent to the Gir- 
ondins, speculators and speech-makers, and 
himself to the Jacobins, men of a practical turn. 
The necessity of specialization in modern life 
was pointed out. Those who wish to attain to 
anv height in the commercial or industrial 
world must begin early with a definite end in 
view. A University course prevented one 
from centering his mental powers on any one 
thing in particular. If there was to be a College 
course at all for intending business men that 
course should be one in a Business College. 

The next speaker. Mr. Jenkins, showed great 
earnestness and fire, and put his audience in 
mind of the ancient Greek, Aeschines. He re- 
ferred to statistics, and showed how, in the Uni- 
ted States, fifty per cent, of the greatest man- 
agers in the country are college graduates. 
Technical knowledge is only of secondary im- 
portance in business; zeal, industry and appli- 
cation are what is most desired. "Would Car- 
negie endow universities if lie thought that 0. 
Universitv course was not a good training for 
business?" There is at present tyranny in busi- 
ness life. If business men came in youth under 
the influence of a University education such tyr- 
annv would cease- 

Tile last speaker, Mr. Cushing, was another 
famous "boy wonder. Lazy habits and b**d 
handwriting, said he, were acquired at the L ni- 
versitv, both of which make a man incompe- 
tent for business. Additional emphasis was 
given to specialization. The commercial and 
industrial kings of to-day were men who had 
received no University edification. 

The debate was then thrown open, and a num- 
ber of gentlemen made argumentative and cri- 
tical remarks. All of these speakers deserve to 
be mentioned, but space will allow us to single 
out only one. Mr. Sydney Mitchell is, in our 
opinion, a born debater. In critical acumen k 
surpassed all the speakers of the evening. 

The debate was decided in favour of the neg- 

Dr. Gregor acted as critic. He Hriefly 
pointed out the weakness of both sides. The 
affirmative had brought forward a number o 
arguments that were, in a measure, true an 
the negative had done the same but there had 
been little or no conflict. The style of the speak- 
ers was also glanced at. Dr. Gregor especially 
complimented Mr. Munn cm his oration and 
himself made some valuable remarks the 
subject of Imperialism.

McGILL MEDICAL SOCIETY. 

The regular fortnightly meeting of the So- 
ciety was held Friday evening, Nov. 15 in 
the Medical building. There was an attend- 
ance of about 75. Mr. J. R. Byers, ’02, read a 
paper on “Neuritis.” He divided his subject 
into two forms — Localized Neuritis and Multiple 
Neuritis. The etiology, morbid anatomy,, 
symptoms and treatment of each were discusseds 
The paper was illustrated by some diagrams 
which Mr. Byers had drawn. Mr. S. B. Thomas 
gave a paper on “ Malaria, from Marsh Poison 
to Mosquito bite,” in which he traced the various 
theories as to the nature, causation and mode 
of infection of malarial fever from the time it 
was supposed to come from a miasm to the 
present, when it is known to be due to a para- 
site of the blood corpuscles, infection being pro- 
duced by the bite of 'a musquito of the germs 
Anopheles which is the intermediate host be- 
tween man and man. Several lantern slides 
were shown to illustrate the paper and also 
portraits of one of the scientist’s most closely 
connected with the development of our present 
knowledge. Mr.J. C. Fyshe, B.A., '04. read a 
paper entitled “ A Few Anthropological Notes.” 
Dr. C. F. Martin then showed a number of 
Lantern slides of foreign Universities and Hos- 
pitals, and some portraits of Medical men whosa 
names are or should be known by all interested 
in the study of medicine. 

The next meeting will be held Friday, Nov. 
29. The programme is as follows : Papers on

The only precedent in the history of the U ni- 
versity for the present action of the governors, 
occurred sometime ago, when Mr.Justice Archi- 
bald was elevated from a professoriate in the 
Faculty of Law to a seat at the governors’ table. 
The distinctiion about to be conferred upon 
Dean Craik is, therefore, a rare one in the 
history of Old Mcbill.

A thrilling event took place on Friday. Nov- 
ember 15, when the case of Donalda Juniors i’s. 
Donalda Sophomores came before the court. 
The charges brought against the Sophomores 
were those of libel of the Third Year and mal- 
treatment of the Freshmen. The event will 
take its place in history with the Pickwick- Bar- 
dell trial and the Dreyfus case. 

After the usual formalities, incident upon the 
opening of court had been gone through, Miss 
Bclyea, prosecuting attorney, opened the case 
for the plaintiffs in a learned address ; after 
which witnesses were called and the oath was 
administered upon the Calendar. 

Ihe bodily condition of the witnesses called 
by the piosecution was in itself very damaging 
evidence, for so weak, maimed and generally 
decrepit were they that it was with the utmost 
difficulty that they ascended the witness box 
supported by the constables. Most blood- 



curdling tales were told of the scene which took 
place on the fateful evening of the initiation of 
the Freshmen. On the other hand, the wit- 
nesses examined by Miss Dickson, learned 
counsel for the defence, appeared in excellent 
health and spirits, and swore solemnly that all 
Freshmen had thoroughly enjoyed the enter- 
tainment offered them by the Second Year. 
The cross-examination was carried on by both 
attorneys in a masterly fashion. The proceed- 
ings were frequently interrupted bv unruly be- 
haviour on the part of the prisoners, who were 
watched over by a sheriff and four sturdy con- 
stables all gorgeously uniformed and armed to 
the teeth. 

When the cases had been briefly summed 
up the judge, in her charge to the jury, recom- 
mended them to bear in mind the extreme 
youth of the prisoners. After an absence of 
three minutes the jury, which consisted of 
grave and reverend seniors, brought in a verdict 
of guilty of libel of the Third Year, and not 
guilty of maltreatment of the Freshmen. It 
was felt by all present that in the very able de- 
fence the Sophomores were entirely exonerated 
of the second charge, the cordial relations be- 
tween the two Years being clearly proven. 

The judge, however, pronounced a severe 
sentence in the libel case, and immediately up- 
on the adjournment of the court the officers of 
the Second Year were executed. Four lively 
ghosts now haunt the lecture room.
